of the war, the Allies must as a matter of policy 
leave her out of their reckonings. 

„ These two faotors, the Italian and the Rus¬ 
sian, have occurred within the same time. Had 
they happened at the beginning of the war they 
would have aroused tremendous feeling; today 
they leave us practically cold. And yet they 
are events of pregnant importance to the Allied 
cause. The length of the war is greatly added 
to in both instances, and what is perhaps more 
important, our enemies receive therefrom a 
moral impetus the depth of which it is hard to 
calculate. 

Now we may extract whatever moral we 
like from these instances, but self persuasion to 
the contrary notwithstanding, we must admit 
that they have been a great set-back to the 
Allied cause. They are the sand within the 
wheels which eventually creates postponment 
of the ultimate victory, and although we regard 
the victory as sure we must, if we„are to be fair 
to ourselves, read the events in their true light 
and not blind ourselves in the light of over- 
confidence. ' •

INDIFFERENCE TO WAR’S EVENTS. 

It is one of the anomalies of the war that 
we have become so accustomed to it as to take 
no notice of it in its varying shades of ebb and 
flow. We accept the fact of the war going on, 
know that it commenoed a little oyer three 
years ago, and wait patiently for its close. And 
that is as much as the average person thinks 
about it. 

Any contradiction to these conclusions is 
silenced by the almost general apathy to the 
trend of events during the past week or so. 
The Italian army, driven back by the Austrians, 
is given out to be retreating to a strategic line 
which will be much easier to hold. Let us re¬ 
call the comment there was for Hindenburg 
when he employed the same tactics; there is 
little difference between the two cases. In 
Hindenburg’s action we saw material for gibe 
in the Italian situation we refuse to see material 
for serious thought. 

In Russia conditions are in a general tur¬ 
moil. Kerensky and his government have been 
desposed by the Maximalists, and there is talk 
of a Russian separate peace with the enemy. 
Notwithstanding the various statements made 
by leaders of thought with a view to heartening 
the general public. Russia is not Kkely to cofhe

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, w ho was at the 
commenceinent of the present war, and 
baa since continued to be ; a British sub¬ 
ject nr a subject of an allied or neutral 
coil lit ry, may homestead a quarter sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saakatchewan or Alberta. Appli- - 
cant must appear in person st Dominion 
Lands.Agency or Snb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarieri-aeclUn as 
pre-emption. Price (3.00 pefWacre. 
"Unties—Reside six months in each of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homeetead 
patent, if hecannotsccnr*a pre emotion, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price (3.00 per acre. Mutt 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
(SiKlOO. 

Holders of’entries may count time of 
employment as farm lalKturers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certa(nconditions.
